A CURIOUS PROPHECY. 


One of the forerunners of. Modern Spirttuilixin 
wus Juhn Tritheim, who lourbihicd jn the fiecnth 
century, the. irreproaclusble Abhe of n convent of. 
Benedictines nt Spaiflelin, n jcarned 
and the teacher of the eclebrated Corne 
pa. He bad the reputation of being able to evoke 
demons and to raise the deud, 1t i6 related of 
him, for exampl, that finding himself at the court 
of ihe Emperor Maxiimilisn, who was incansolutike 
for ilie deatli of his first wife, Mary of Burgundy, 
he took pity on his grief and offered 10 show hini 
fle deccarmed princess, and. thoit Muximilian and 
one of his courtiers having been shat up with the 
Abhe in  Tonely chamber, Mary üctually nprs 
In their eyes, in tho rich apparel uf har enri 
and that to muke sure it wax she here 
august husband felt for und faund u wurt wh 
knew wax ritunted on the mpe of thie prinecas 
neek. This frightened him so thut he ordered 
Tritlieim to clore the semet ut onee, und forbade 
bim ever to renew ruch experimeuts, There is 
no doubt that Tritheim Mul penetrated many of 
the seeretu of Modern Npiritualisni, und he was 
even persuaded thut it wan possible to transport a 
man’s body long distances through the air. 

Trithelm wus a voluminous writor, und. in his 
Opera Historiea (Frankfort, 1001, he gives what he 
cali his Mystie Chronology. I ia a key of all 
prophecies, ancient und madern, including the 
Apocalypse, and alko a treatise on the philophy 
of lístory more independent and more complete 
than those of either Vico or Bossnet, We shull 
mot go over liis survey uf the past. history of the 
world, which is based on the Kablriluh, hut shall 
simply ealt attention to a curious prediction falling 
due the present month, November, 1879, whieh 
Tritheim calls tle epoch of tbe reign of Michael 
and of the foundation of s universaal kingdom. 
This kingdom, ho says, will huve been. prepared 
by three centuries end a half of anguish and three 
centuries and a half of hopes ; epochs which esin- 
tide preebely with Ihe xixteenth, seventeenth, 
eighteenth und the half ofhi teenth centurlcs 
for the duwn of hope; with the fourteenth, thir- 
teen, twelfih- aud. half of the cleventh for the 
trials, the ignorance, the sufferings and the scourges 
of all kinds of the middie ngen. According lo his 
calculation, then, ln 1879, a universal emffire in to 
be founded and to give peace ta the world. Cam-

On the morning of August 21st, M. &. 31 (1878),I | 
received the following commun tion through 
Alfred Jumes, et a private sitting wiih ihe latter: 

“Goon Monxiso, Sin:—I. will introduce myself. 
I um Henry Montfort. Thal name was well 
known at Rochelle, France, in the tenth century. | 
I wos the heud of the Abbey de Villeneuve. My 
vbjest in coming here this morning in to state that 
I work for power—and for that power thut 
achieves, in my vxtimation, the grestest good to 
mankind. Thutework must be achieved, no mat- 
ter if a few gnut& are killed by the wayside. In 
coming to conclusions, we nafurully do so from 
what we know; and I have been lòng enough in 
spirit-life to know whereof I speak upon that sib- 
je 1 uin satisfied that Catholiciem offers all that 
any man needs for his happinezs here or here- 
after, It ju my duty to tell you why I think xo. I 
left this life imbued with Ihis idea—ihat the creed 
snd tenete of ihe Catholic Chureh were correct 
undirue, Aud now I will unswer the questian— 
liave 1 found happiness or damnation for believing 
in them?

You sre frm; so am I. We ruise our motto. 
‘Never Demi, zhd under that motto we will | 
fight it out here and in eternity. I know you—I 
have seen Tum work and have watched you. 
Think you there is any movements of our enemics 
that escupe the obeervation af our spíen?" 

I here reminded, him that, as powerful, united 
and determined as he and hia n«ociates might be,

She wis much more comely th the one 
that had preceded her, and was dreseed. in grace- 
ful flowing robes ef purely white brics. The 
drew of the farmer was semi-mala in appearance. 
Before the last conununication was given I wua 
told by " Wild Cat," the mediuma guide, Ihat a 
spirit whom I had seen materialized would can- 
trot the medium and ialk with ue, It wes not 
until tlie communication was given. hat I waa in- 
formed who the communicating spirit was. 

As nome of my readers may not be fumilior with 
the history of the sevompli*hed and beuutiful 
Grecian lady in. question, I will here give the fol- 
lowing synopsis uf her history as gnven in tho 
American Encyclopedia :

drin. Her ready efocution und gruceful addrers, 
united with deep erudition and sound judgment 
procured her the uámiration of all hér Hearer. 

he discovered nona of the vanity or pride of 
learning and slthough eminently beautiful, wna 
equally virtuous, Her house became the resort of. 
al] iHe persons of lenrning and disineiion in 
Alexandria, and among others of Orestes. the gov- 
ernor, At thistime the Putriarch of Alexandria 
was Cyril. a prelate in the highest degree intoler- 
unt and haughty, who wau guilty of encouraging 
the populace to planden tho Jews, Orestea luid 
the afini rbefore the emperor, who declined to in- 
terfere betwcen the partisans of the governor ûn 
of the bishop. The intimacy of the governor wil 
ipio mroüxed tbe anger and jealousy of 
and in consequence she was much calumnigted bv 
his monkish partisans and. the Christian (?) popi- 
lace. Their blind resentment at length led them 
tà a conspiracy aguingt her life, and a furious band 
of nseusins seized upon ber, as she wax returning 
home from the schools, dragged her through ihe 
streeta of Alexandria, stripped her naked, and 
finally tore her limb from limb. with eifermstances 
of the greatest barbarity, and commitied ber man- 
gled members to ihe flame.
